Synopsis) of Canadian North- 
west Land) Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in’ 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homestecader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Musi: reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trists. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
--Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

PRIVY COUNCIL DECLARE; 
A&G. W. GAGE GRAVE 


The Question of Interference 
Civil Rights Needs Deepest 
Consideration. 


—d 


London, Dee. 12.—The Lord Chan- 
cellor of England says that the privy 
council finds the questions in the 
Alberta and Great Waterways case 
so difficult, and involving so many 
issues of such constitutional gravity, 
that their lordships must take time 
to consider their decision. 

The Alberta appeal belore the judi- 
cial committee of the privy council 
in the case of the Royal Bank of 
Canada, the Alberta and Great Wat- 
erways railway and the Alberta 
government was resumed today. 

Mr. Buckmaster, K.C., for the gov- 
ernment, said the co.atention really 
was that the statute which obliged 
the bank to pay the money to the 
respondent, namely, the provincial 
treasurer of the province of Alber- 
ta, was ultra vires. 

The J.ord Chancellor, interposing, 
said: ‘The case against you in this 
statute so interferes with civil rights 
in property as LO amount to contis- 
cation.”’ 

ALBERTA’S LIMITATIONS. 

Mr. Buckmaster replied that he was 
prepared to meet the case. Alberta 
was an independent sovereign state 
so far as the right tou. make laws 
was conevrned. Its powers were 
those of un empire subject to two 
limitations only, viz., its geograph- 
ical area and its obligation to do 
nothing hostile to the rights of other 
provinces, The bank's liability was 
a debt if the province thought fit to 
pass an act regulating that debt. It 
ywas a decision which was not ultra 
vires, and could not be attacked as 
such, 

Lord Atkinson: ‘' You say_ so be- 
cuuse the statute deals exclusively 
with property and civil rights within 
the province?” 

Mr. Buckmaster : 
whole point.”’ 

lord Chancellor: ‘'T am. not so 
much conecrned with the right of the 
province to pass the act dealing with 
the payment, but 1 am concerned 
with what to me is a very difficult 
point, viz. the effect it| has on civil 
rights. T agree that if the act is 
not ultra vires then the question as 
to whether what you purport to do 
in consideration by the court, 
right or wrong, is wholly irrelevant. 
There was an order, but was it in 
the jurisdiction or in the province?"’ 

MR. BUCKMASTER ARGUES. 


Mr. Buckmaster said he would deal 
with that question right away. His 
first. proposition was that civil rights 
were unaffected. The statute did not 
alter or affect any existing legal 
rights of the hank and its customers. 
The property in question was de- 
posited in Edmonton; therefore, geo- 
graphically, the statute dealing with

erty mortgaged was wegolly within 
the province. The only right in ques- 
tion here was the right of the cus- 
tomer to go to the bank and demand 
payment. What was there ultra vir- 
es in a statute which said ‘‘you, the 
customer, are to apply to the pro- 
vincial treasurer for payment and 
not to the bank?’ The customer 
was not a whit worse off. What ever 
he was owed would be paid infull. 
The statute in no way contlicted with 
the Canadian bank act. It was de- 
tomers, therefore no civil rights were 
nied that there were now any cus- 
affected. 

COUNSEL BEGS TO QUESTION. 

Lord Atkinson : ‘‘ When you say Nop 
civil rights were aflected you beg the 
question.”’ 

Mr. Buckmaster admitted that this 
was the crucial point of the case. 

Lord Atkinson: ‘‘I am not at 
present satisfied that the act does 
not interfere with civil rights and 
property.” 

Mr. Buckmaster submitted that it 
did not, asking their lordships to 
assume, for the. sake of illustration, 
that the Engli=h parliament passed 
a law dealing with the rights of 
English subjects im London over 
property in Alberta. Could such a 
statute, he said, be ultra vires of the 
English parliament? 

Lord Moulton, replying, thought it 
might very well be if the act work+ 
ed an injustice. 

CASE 18S VERY GRAVE. 

Mr. Buchwwaster said that if it 
were only open for him to show that 
the course which the province took 
was tight for the province under the 
circumstances he should be only too 
glad. He could show a case on its 
merits which would dispose of the 
allegation against the province that 
what was done was predatory. What- 
ever its character, it would not affect 
the question of ultra vires, and he 
submitted that it was, therefore, 
irrelevant whether the royal commie- 
sicn’s report, or other facts before 
the legislature when the legislation 
was under consideration, were adduc- 
ible as evidence in the present 
action. 

The lord chancellor said the case 
was difficult and involved issues of 
such constitutional gravity that their 
lordships would take some time to 
consider their decision.

An Act to Authorize Measures for 
increa-ing the Effective Naval 
Forces of th: Empire. 

“His Majsty by and with tie con- 
sent of the Senate and House of 
Commons of Canada enacts ag fol- 
lows ° 

Clause Ain Bod as resolution 
referred to by Sir Wilfrid) Laurier in 
his amendment |: Hows :— 

“YY. From and out of the consoli- 
d:ted revenue iund of Canada there 
may be paid and applicd a sum not 


exceeding £35,°00,060, for the  pue 
Pose of iimmediats ty inereasing the 


effective nasal forces of the empire. 

“2. Snid sum shall be used and 
applied under the direction of — the 
governor in-wouncil in vhe construc 
tion and equipni nt of battleships ot 
armourcd c.uisers of ths most mod- 
ern a d powerlul type. 

“3. The said ships, when const ruct- 
ed and equipped,” shall be placed by 
the. governor-in-coun‘il at) the dis- 
posal of His Majesty for the common 
d fence of the empire. 

‘9. The said sum shall be paid, 
used and apoli-d, and the said -hips 
shall he constructed and placed at 
the Sisposal of His Majesty, subject 
‘o such terms, conditions and ar- 
rangements as may be agreed upo: 
between the governor-in-council — oj 
His Majesty's government. 


Laurier’ Amendment 


Ottawa, Dee. 12.—The Laurier 
amendment to Borden's naval bill is 
a> follows - 

“That all the words after the word 
‘that’ be struck out and the follow- 
ing be substitiuted therefor: ‘This 
house declines to concur in the said 
resolutions and orders that ihe same 
be referred back to the committee 
with instructions to amend the same 
in the following particulars, namely = 
To strike out all the words after 
clause and substitute therefor the 
following : 

“The memorandum prepared by the 
board of admiralty on the general 
naval situation of the empire and 
communicated to this house by the 
Right Honorable, the prime minister, 
on December fifth, shows that sever- 
al of th» most important of — thé 
foreign powers have adopted a defin 
its policy of rapidly increasing their 
naval strength. 

“That this condition has compelled 
the United Kinedom to concentrate 
its naval forces in home waters in- 
volving the withdrawal of ships from 
the outlaying portions of the empire. 

“Phat such withdrawal renders it 
necessary that Canada, without fur- 
trer d‘lay, should enter actively up- 
on a perma ent policy of naval de- 
fense. 

PERMANENT POLICY ASKED. 

“That any measure of Canadian 
aid to imperial naval defence which 
does not embody g permanent policy 
of participation by ships owned, 
mancved and maintained by Canada 


and contemplating construction as 
soon as possible in Canada, is not 
an adewate or satisfactory expres- 


sion of the aspirations of the Cana- 
dian people in regard) to nava’ 
svie ee and is not an assumption bs 
Canida oof her fair share in the 
maint« nace of the naval strength ol 
tne empire. 

“This house regrets to learn of the 
intention of the government to in 
difinitely postpone the carrying out 
by Caiada of a permanent naval 
poliev. 

“It is the opinion of this house 
that measures should be taken at the 
present session to give effect: active- 
ly and speedily to the permanent pols 
icy embodied in the naval service act 
of 1910, passed pursuant to the reso- 
Intion unanimously approved by this 
house in Mareh, 1909. 

WANTS TWO UNITS. 

“This hause is further of the opin 
jon that to increase in power and 
mobili-y the imperial navy, by the 
addition by Carada under the above 
act of two fleet units to be station 
ed on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts 
of Canada respectively rather then 
by a contribution of money'or ships. 
is a policy best calculated to afford 


relief to the United Wingdom — in 
respe t to the burd.n = of imperial 
naval defence and in thy» words of 


the admiralty memorandum, to ‘re 
store greater freedom to the  move- 
ments of the British squadrons ia 
every sea and directly promote the 
security. of dominions,’ and that the 
government of Canada should take 
such steps as shall lead to the ac 
complishment of this purpose as 
speedily as po-sible.”’

H THE OOMINIOR 


Huge Time-Piece {n Vancouver Guar- 
anteed to be Accurate—Twenty- 
two Foot Faces 


The clock that claims the title of 
i 

the “largest in Canada was installed 
fn the tower of the Vancouver Block 
‘on Granville Street, Vancouver, B.C 
The four faces of this clock are each 
j twenty-two feet in diameter. The 
|glass contained in the dial weigh 
four ons, and is seven-cighths o¢ a) 
inch in thickness. The minute hand 
are eleven feet long and the hour 
bands abgut eight feet. 

The clock is controlled by a master 
clock, which is situated on the ninth 
{story of the building. This maste: 
| clock transmits its time to the larg: 
clock In the tower. It ig fitted with 
a pilot dial, which shows at all times 
the exact position of the hands in the 
tewer picce. The master clock in 
turn receives its time through a syn 
chronizing attachment, which deli.er 
McGill observatory time once every 
minute, therby ussuring accuracy. 

Machinery for operating this huge 
timepiece is all set in the clock tower. 
It consists in the main of a motor. 
; which propels the hands. This motor 
148 controlled by a magnet attachment 
j which only permits it to run for a

h Splendid Lecture 


Owing to various reasons, there 
was only a modcrate attendance at. 
the lecture in the City Hall o1 Wed- 
nesday evening last, on trees, shrubs) 
and plants ; but those who were pres- 
ent had the pleasure of listening to 
a very able man on the above sub- 
ject and gained quite a large amount 
of information of the best method of 
Leautifying their homes and the city 
in general. A. W. G. Allen took the 
chair and in brief way referred to the 
soviety and its aims and objects, 
and then introduced the lecturer, 
Mr. Isaac Milsom, F.R.S.A.S., to the 
audience. 

The speaker, in commencing his ad- 
dress, said he had been requested to 
say a few words dealing with the 
subject of trees, shrubs and hardy 
flowering plants in their relation to 
the beautifying of our city homes 
and gardens, He-stated that before 
doing this he wished to say that be 
had no fancy ideas to advance, but 
simply to say briefly and = clearly 
how to use these shrubs and plants 
to the greatest advantage for beauti- 
fving our homes and gardens. It has 
been said by wise men that science 
points out and illumines the path of 
the gardener, but the path itself is 
practise, and so along that path, 
and guided by that light, we will 
journey together for a short time. 
Mr. Milsom said trees, shrubs and 
plants are like children ; if we wish 
to make them a success in life we 
must give them good food and a 
good education, and keep them free 
from disease. The food of the plants 
is derived from the soil; the cluca- 
ix derived irom the soil ; the educa- 
tion is the pruning of the branches, 
elc., so that they may out forth 
their strength in the rignt direction 
und have the right aims. It is a 
fact that most. people appreciated 
well arranged and well kept grounds, 
large or small. Many failed to real- 
ize that they can have equally fine 
grounds, Many people have tried a 
few shrubs or plants growing in 
thick turf, with no attention given 
to pruning or eultivation, and under 
such conditions good results could 
not be expected. The lecturer then 
said that apart from having the 
pleasure of the shrubs and plants in 
the grounds surrounding the home, 
there was the commercial value they 
added to the place. A purchaser 
having to decided between a house 
with bare unkept grounds and one 
surrounded by fine trees and plants, 
invariably choose the latter at a 
marked advance in price, because he 
could at once enjoy what  woull 
otherwise take years to secure. In 
miny eases shrewd men are led by 
these facts to plants trees and shrubs 
and plants on vacant lots they have 
for sale. Lots thus planted readily 
find purchasers. He said there was 
a rapidly growing interest in flowers 
in Canada and the increased deman{l 
for information regarding these dur- 
ing recent years is very marked. 
Children are being taught in the 
publie sthools to care for flowers ; 


and maiy -cities and towns are 
now taking great interest in 
horticulture. Much literature has 


heen available in attractive books 
and in the reports sent out by public 
institutions. They have all had 
their influence, and the result has 
been q growing desire on the partiof 
the people to beautify their homes. 
Before going any further he wished 
to give six reasons why we should 
lay out our gardens properly : 

1. Increased value of property 
when properly laid out and planted. 

2. Attractiveness to children, who 
carly learn to love its beauty, and 
its attraction leads to higher ideals. 

3. The satisfaction of knowing 


that money thus spent is well in- 
vested. 

4th. The higher ideals of public 
culture. 

5. The value that such improve- 


ments give to a community in gener- 
al. 

6. The tendency to elevate the 
public spirit and enzage public in- 
terest in such matters. 

Now, he said, let us consider the 
planting proposition for a moment. 
Grass and trees are always charm- 
ing and need very little care. In 
laving out a garden have regard to 
economy of labor, mass your trees 
and shrubs in groups. 

If there is an unpleasant object in 
sight, coneeal it by planting fast 
growing trees, such as maples, ete. 
"f there is a pretty view, leave it 
open. Be careful also to plant your 
trees so as to give shelter and form 
a wind break. While on the subject 
of planting, the lecturer described 
how the trees should be put in the 
ground. First of all the roots 
should be examined and any found 
damaged should he cut off with a 
;sharp knife. Then dig the hole wide 
lund dcep enough, then break up the 
foundation and be sure to break up 
[the pan; spread the roots out well 
‘after. first dipping them in water; 
ithen shake in the first fine soil and 
tread firmly ; then fill up and tread 
more firmly. Mr. Milsom said he was 
glad to hear of the Nurseries being 
established in Red Deer and hoped 
they would be a suceess, and it would 
he a great ineentive for the people 
here to know just what they could 
grow successfully. He then went on 
‘o deseribe trees and shrubs, recom- 
mendiog the following as being most 
~uitable for this district +

ROOM FOR EXPANSION 


Home Industry Suffers to Extent 
of Over a Million Dollars a Day 


That the Canadian manufacturer hag 
still a long way to go before he wil) 
be In a position to secure the bulk 
of the trade of the home market 
against his aggressive American com 
petitor ig apparent from figures re 
cently issued at Washington. The 
value of merchandise exported to 
Canada from the United States dur- 
ing the 244 days from January 1 to 
August 31, 1912, is practically $244,- 
000,000, or, to be more exact, $248.- 
721,771, or approximately $1,000,000 a 
day. In the corresponding eight 
months of 1909 the value of merchan 
‘dise exported to Canada was $120,428, 
582, or an average of a half-m‘llion 
dollars a day, the total value of ex: 
ports to Canada having thus doub ed 
in the three years in question. 

Comparing the exports in the fiscal 
year 1912 with those of 1909, bitumin 
‘ous coal shows a growth of over $10, 
000,000—from $15,826.019 in 1909 to 
$26,017,402 in 1912. Notable increases 
occurred tn steel rails, which ad\ anced 
from $745,835 to $3,369,894; structural! 
fron and steel from $1,585,137 to 
$6,150,353; agricultural implementa 
from $2,313.556 to $6,347,082, the chief 
growth under this head occurring in 
exports of plows, which increased fro1:) 
$792,829 In 1909 to $1,760,045 in 1912

The resolution expressed the disire 
of the West to work up {ts own raw 
materta’= into manufactures for the 
local outside markets, thus conserv- 
ing for the prairie inmost of the profits 
and by-products which now go to 
waste.

We cannot afford to be satisfied with 
anything less than that, for the risks 
are too great. It should never be for 
gotten that without war, without the | 
firing of a shot or the striking of a | 
blow, our naval supremacy may disap- 
pear, and with it the sole guarantee 
of the Empire’s continued existence.” 


Impressive and Startling 


Mr. Borden spoke of the inadequate 
defence of the Empire’s trade routes 
as “impressive and ever startling.” 
With every available exertion of the 
Empire the predominance’ of Great 
Britain in the Mediterranean could not 
be restored before 1915 or 1916. 

“Upon our own coasts, both Atlantic 
and Pacific, powerful squadrons were 
maintained twelve years ago. To-day 
the flag is not shown on either sea- 
board. I am assured that the aid 
which we propose will enable such 
special arrangements to be consum- 
mated that without courting disaster 
at home an effective fleet of battle- 
ships and cruisers can be established

At the same time Mr. Borden an- 
nounced “the Admiralty are prepared 
in the early future to give orders for 
the construction in Canada of small 
crulsers, oil-tank vessels and auxiliary 
craft of various kinds. The plant re- 
quired is relatively small as compared 
with that which is necessary for a 
Dreadnought battleship, and such an 
undertaking would have a much more 
secure and permanent J:is from a 
business standpoint. For the purpose 
of stimulating so important and ne- 
cessary an industry we have expres- 
sed our willingness to bear a portion 
of the increased cost for a time at 
least.” 

Of the ships to be built with Can: 
udian money, the Prime Minister said: 
“Canada is sending these ships to 
Tange themselves in the battle line 
of the Empire with those of the 
mother country, of Australia and of 
New Zealand. They will be the 
three most powerful battleships in the 
world and they will bear historic 
names associated with this country.” ! 

Canada’s Interest
